The Monadnock does not keep powder on 
board on account of the climatic leridencies 
towards spontaneous combustion on a ship of 
that type.

He said: On the forenoon previous. to the 
night on which the powder was taken aboard ;

they did not fear mutiny, (he conduct of some 
of the men was suspicious, and the Russian 
admiral thought it best that-we should be pre: 
pared for possible trouble in case it come, 
Our commander thanked him and communicat- 
ed, with Admiral Reiter, who directed our 
commander. to report to him. What took 
place between them I cannot say, but this is 
what afterwards leaked out: Sie 
of Tvappears that no stock was taken in the 
fear of a mutiny, but information had reached 
the admiral which inclined him to believe that 
the Russians were atlempting a foxy move. 
They are limited to 2co tons of coal per ship 
per month—just enough to keep the furnaces 
going—and while they ‘are not taking on much 
of the carbon by, day, they are loading heavily 
by night. This was more suspicious, ‘The 
meaning was plain, The Afonudnock was 
ordered to change her position so'as to ‘com> 
mand the three strangers, and her magazine 
replenished,» On the sligh est sign of a fly- 
by-night you may expect to hear seme heavy 
gun-play and: see- bits of Russian cruisers 
coming down from above.

A Russian officer is terviewed last night, 
said it was the “josh” aboard the three ships 
at the. officers’ mess that the men would 
mutiny.

Hence he refrains fram going: outside his 
“ awn home toamoke. le reserves the pene- 
. trating otour of his cigars for those whom he 
loves best. {tis the incense which he offers 
only in his own domestic temple. 

It has also been commonly observed that 
bad cigars ae invariably selected by women 
who wish (o give welcome presents to the men 

“whom they love. hen the wife of the smoker 
y- of good cigurs yives him a box for which she 
A has paid five shillings, he must either :make a 
hypocritical pretence of being pleased, or he 
“must show his disappointment, and wound his 
wife's affections, ; 

No ane can tell how many happy homes 
have been broken up because. the husband 
was a smoker of poo! cigars, and his wife gave 
him bad ones. But to the experienced smoker 
of bad cigars all gifts of cigars are equally wel> 
come, and whenever his wife, or -his sweet- 
heart, gives him n box of the cheapest cigars 
in the market, he is filled with gratitude, and 
both giver and receiver ate happy. 

- THE CHARM OF VARIETY, 

There is little variety to be found in smokin 
good cigars, but the bid cigar is full of inct- 
tw dent. ‘There are certain Halian cigars which 

are nearly jet black,and have the appearance 

of being excessively strong. In point of fact; 
they are really the mildest cigars that are 
made, and their colour is due 10 the~liquivice 
and molasses in which they are soaked during 
the process of mannfacture.
